The tenure of the Samiti shall ordinarily be three years from the (fete of its 
constitution provided that: 

(a) a member who is a member of Parliament ceases to be member of the Samiti as 
soon as he ceases to be member of Parliament. 

(b) ex-officio Members of the Samiti shall continue as members as long as they hold 
the office by virtue of which they are members of the Samiti. 

(c) if a vacancy arises on the Samiti due to resignation or death of a member, the 
Member appointed in that capacity shall hold the office for the residual term. 


T.A. ANO OTHER ALLOWANCES: 

The Non-Official members will be paid TA/DA for attending the meeting of the 
Committee at the rates prescribed by the Govt, of India from time to time. 

QUORAM 

The Quoram for the meeting of the £amiti shall be 1/3 of the total membership of 
the Samiti. 

KARYAKARINI UP-SAMITI 

In order to enable the samiti to discharge its various functions effectively it may 
appoint a karyakarini Up-Samiti. The Up-Samiti shall ordinarily consist of not more 
that 15 member to be nominated by Chairperson. The Chairperson of the Samiti shall 
function as the Chairperson of the Up-Samiti also. Chairperson of the Up-Samiti shall 
have the powers to co-opt persons either from amongst the members of the Samiti or 
from outside who possess specialized knowledge and experience of the problems of 
propagation and development of Hindi in the country.
